ABSTRACT 

PURPOSE: To enable automatic measurement of distance accurately by 
arranging a system not affected by any close-range view depending on 
results of distance measurements at a plurality of measuring points in 
addition to an average multipoint distance measurement so as to adopt 
result values of measuring distance at the medium points . 

CONSTITUTION: Reflected lights by scanning on the surface of an object to 
be photographed move over light receiving sections from 22->23, 24->25, 
26->27 corresponding to the shifting of optical points (distance measuring 
sections) 19-21. Light current of a line 28 much initially changes to 
increase in the light current of a line 29 and change in the quantity of 
light from the light receiving section 22->23 is converted into increase in 
the current from the line 42->43. Current flows to a line 44 corresponding 
to the quantity of light received at ight receiving sections 22, 24 and 26 
and to a line 45 corresponding to the quantity of light received at the 
light receiving sections 23, 25 and 27 and the output of measuring distance 
averaged at three points is obtained with a comparator 48, the distance 
measurement outputs at two of three points with comparators 49-51 while 
that at the center with a comparator 52 is determined. These outputs are 
ORed with an OR gate 53 and H is outputted to a terminal 54 through 
focusing quick, namely, close by scanning. Thus, the automatic distance 
measurement is stopped in the course of the scanning to adjust the 
focusing . 
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
